The One Hundred and First Session of the Virginia 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
was held at the Broad Street Church, Bichraond, Va., besrinnins:

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studies. He was an eager student, and laid a good loundation tor 
after-life. His first strong religious awakenings occurred in his 
twenty-second year, caused by hearing of the conversion of former 
companions and friends in Manchester. He was then living in Hen- 
rico county, and Rev. J. Boyd, pastor of Shockoe-Hill Church, in 
Richmond, to whom he applied for advice, pointed him successfully to 
the Cross of Christ ; a conversion full of joyful peace, ending the 
struggle, protracted and painful to the point of agony, through which 
he had passed. Later in life he said, “I had not then, nor have ever 
had since, a doubt of my conversion.” 

Feeling, very soon, a call to preach the Gospel, he obeyed the Di- 
vine Spirit without consulting fiesh and blood, was licensed, traveled 
New Kent Circuit under the P. E., Rev. Moses Brock, and at Confer- 
ence held in Norfolk, February 10, 1830, was received on trial into 
the Virginia Conference,.with a class, of whom only Rev. B. R. Duval 
and Dr. William Carter remain alive. For three years he traveled as 
junior preacher on Circuits, his health being feeble and ultimate re- 
covery doubtful at first, on which account he was not admitted into 
full connection till the end of the third year. Thenceforward there 
was no pause for thirty-five years, on circuits, stations and districts. 
At the Conference of 1874, he was obliged to superannuate in conse- 
quence of neuralgic attacks of frequency and great violence, by 
which his health was broken down. After he had endured untold 
agonies from this cause, the last few years were comparatively de- 
void of pain, but considerable deafness and great feebleness pre- 
vented all possibility of return to regular labor in his “loved employ.” 

Provided with a home at Amelia C. H., by the forethought of some 
of his brethren, he spent the evening of his life there with the de- 
voted and faithful wife of his youth and several of his children by 
his side, laboring whenever and wherever strength would allow. 

Brother Michaels was a prominent member of the Conference for 
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years. A Presiding Elder for nine years, in charge of import- 
ant stations for thirteen years, he was a leader of our hosts, recognized 
and valued throughout the Conference. He was a member of the 
General Conference of 1858. 

As a preacher, he justly occupied a high position. He was an 
earnest student of the Scriptures and a close reader of books to the 
last. His preparations for the pulpit were careful and thorough. He 
spoke readily and impressively. His voice always pleasant and 
musical, acquired a commanding tone whenever he was in full career 
of speech. He was often highly eloquent, and in fervency and power 
bore down all opposing influences. A deeply experienced Christian 
and a sound theologian, his preaching had great and permanent fruit. 
Thousands of souls were converted under his ministry; in some cases 
more than two hundred in a single protracted meeting. Edification, 
confirmation and establishment, consolation and support, his word 
furnished to the people of God. Several of the ministers of this 
Conference are his spiritual children, and on many others of his 
younger brethren his ministry left abiding impressions of the most 
salutary nature. He preached as long as he could summon strength. 
The writer heard him at a District Conference, in 1880, preach power- 
fully and clearly, though very feeble in body. He was last present 
with his brethren in Conference in 1881, at Charlottesville. 

Perhaps no holier man has gone from our company to the better 
land than Robert Michaels. Truly converted, he gave himself wholly 
to God, and engaging in the work of preaching against great opposi- 
tion from his father, the sacrifices and toils of the ministry drew him 
close to Christ, and he was made “perfect through suffering” in the 
ill health of his earlier life and the intense and prolonged pain and 
trials of his latter days. Excruciating sufiering was endured by him 
patiently and unmurmuringlj^ without his being rendered sour, petu- 
lant or hasty. He glorified God in the days of that agonizing visita- 
tion, and was an example to all believers in faith, hope and love. 
His humility and freedom from self-seeking and vanity were ver}’’ con- 
spicuous traits. Nor did his deep piety ever wear a sanctimonious 
guise. He was cheerful, bright and affable ; fond of a joke, and could 
laugh most heartily, and never, by ascetic narrowness, offended the 
least of all God’s children who came near him. 

His last hours were triumphant. He had declined steadil}^ for seve- 
ral years, and in July last it was evident that he could not last long. 
He, himself, realized the nearness of his end, and expressed himself 
fully, as his strength would allow, in reference to his perfect readi- 
ness to depart and the arrangements concerning his burial. During 
these last days he was in rapture almost constantly, praising God and 
exulting in hope of eternal life ready to be revealed. When his 
speech failed, he lifted his hand (a signal before agreed on) in almost 
the very article of death, in token of his continuance in that ecstatic 
frame. 

And so followed by his loved ones, with tenderest attentions and 
devout sympathy, “to the last lonely point” of earthly life, he as- 
cended to the saints’ everlasting life. 

His funeral was at Centenary Church, Richmond, to which his re- 
mains were brought from Amelia, and whence they were conveyed to 
the Hollywood Cemetery and laid to rest till the resurrection of the 
just.

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Rev. BENJAMIN CLEVIERS SPILLER.

Rev. Benjamin Clea^iers Spiller was bom May 13th, 1819, in 
Northumberland county, Va. His parents were Patrick and Louisa 
Spiller. His mother was a deeply pious woman. 

Bro. Spiller had reached his twentieth year before he made a pro- 
fession of religion. That happy event occurred at Rehobeth church, 
on Lancaster Circuit (then in the Baltimore Conference). In August, 
1815, he joined the Methodist Episcopal Church. For a short time he 
taught school, but was all the while deeply exercised on the subject of 
preaching the Gospel. He was soon convinced that by Divine ap- 
pointment this was his life-work, and following these convictions he 
obtained license to exhort, and proving useful in that capacity, he was 
clothed with authority to preach in 1848, and in the same year, in 
Elizabeth City, N. C., he was received in the Virginia Conference. 

For thirty-five years he prosecuted his high and holy calling. His 
work was distributed among the following Circuits : Prince Edward, 
Princess Anne, Hanover, Goochland, Appomattox, Camden, N. C., 
New Kent, Mecklenburg, Southampton, Randolph-Macon, York, King 
and Queen, and Warwick Mission. In all these fields of labor, the 
most of them large and laborious. Brother Spiller did his work with 
reference to the glory of God and the good of his fellow men. Thous- 
ands heard from his lips the message of salvation, and hundreds 
acknowledged him the instrument through whom they were brought 
to Christ. 

Brother Spiller was a good man ; even a limited acquaintance with 
him made this impression. His life was a manifestation of that type 
of goodness which is the outgrowth of a sound conversion, strict ad- 
herence to duty, unwavering fidelity to God, sincere love to his fellow 
men, and entire consecration to his great work as a Christian minister. 

As a preacher, he proclaimed his message with no uncertain sound. 
His pulpit ministrations edified the Church, and convinced sinners of 
their sin. He made Christians feel while they listened to him that he 
wanted them to be better men and women. He impressed the way- 
^ward and the wandering with the fact, he wants me to be saved. 

A large measure of success attended the toils of our lamented 
brother. His heart was often made glad by seeing the work of the 
Lord prospering in his hands. In all his appointments times of re- 
freshing came, and multitudes of people found the Pearl of Great 
Price. A large and glorious company met him the evening he en- 
tered the Celestial City, and claimed him as their spiritual father. 

Brother Spiller was happily married. In 1853 he married Miss 
Susan E. Nuckols, of Goochland county, who shared with him an itin- 
erant life of thirty years. She was to him an helpmeet in the truest 
and highest sense, always taking a deep interest in his work, and in 
many respects contributed largely in making his labors efficient. 

The last work assigned to Brother Spiller was Warwick Mission. 
As soon after Conference as he could he went to this work, and deter- 
mined to do the best he could. There being no place on the Mission 
for his family, it was necessary for him to be separated from them. 
This, to him, was a severe trial ; but the grace of God sustained him. 
He had preached only a few times, when on the 15th day of March, at 
the residence of Wm. Garrow, Esq., in the county of Warwick, he was 
stricken down with paralysis. He lingered until the 5th of April, and 
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then calmly and peacefully passed away to the rest and reward of 
heaven. At Providence church, in York county, Va., all that is mortal 
of our dear brother lies buried. It is fitting that he should sleep 
there, for at that church he preached for four years, and around him 
rest, until the morning of the resurrection, many of his best and 
dearest friends. His grave is enclosed with a substantial iron railiiig, 
a marble, slab is placed at his head, and the inscription closes with 
the words — 

“Servant of God, well done! 

Rest from thy loved employ ; 

The battle fought, the vict’ry won. 

Enter thy Master’s joy.”

Brother Bailey was not a member of the Virginia Conference, but 
having been engaged in the work of an itinerant minister, under the 
direction of a Presiding Elder, for more than twenty years, and hav- 
ing been greatly successful in the prosecution of this work, it has been 
deemed appropriate by the Conference to spread upon its- record a 
brief memoir of this faithful man of God, 

We have not been able to obtain information as to the time of his 
birth. From an autobiographical account published by himself in the 
Richmond Christian Advocate some time ago, we learn that his conver- 
sion dates back to the year 1848, and that in 1853 he was licensed as 
a local preacher. At the time of his conversion and reception into 
the Church he was destitute of the simplest elements of an English 
education. He says, in the paper referred to, “I could not read a 
word. I never had but twenty-seven days schooling. I had a wife 
and five children, and had to work all day. I learned to read at 
nights.” Twenty-three years after he had received license to preach, 
he writes: “I have preached every Sunday except ten. I was sick 
one Sunday ; the other nine the weather was not fit for people to go 
out. I have walked fifteen miles to my appointment and returned the 
same day.” 

The labors of Brother Bailey were confined to a portion of what is 
known as Piedmont Virginia, lying at the base of the Blue Ridge 
Mountains, and extending up the mountain slopes, in the counties of 
Green, Madison, Culpepper, and Rappahannock. The country is 
rough, and even at the date of Brother Bailey’s entrance upon his 
work many of the people had never seen a preacher nor head a Gos- 
pel sermon. During his ministry, according to a statement made by 
himself at a District Conference the present year, he had witnessed at 
the various meetings he had held, the conversion of 2,500 souls. 

Small as were the attainments of Bro. Bailey in literature, he pos- 
sessed peculiar qualifications for the work in which he was engaged. 
With vigorous and active mind, and athletic physical frame, and 
robust health ; he was prepared for the long and fatiguing journeys 
which it was necessary for him to make, and the difficult and some- 
times dangerous work which he was called to perform. 

His was a truly consecrated life. Of his conversion to God and 
his call to the work of the Christian ministry he never entertained a 
moment’s doubt. The love of Christ constrained him, and to work 
for Christ in seeking to save the souls of men, was the inspiration of 
his life. 
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It should be observed that the ministry of Bro. Bailey, extending 
through the space of nearly thirty years, was confined to the coinmu- 
nity in which he had been raised, and yet, with but few exceptions, 
he was respected and honored by the whole community. He had 
oflSciated at their marriages, baptized their children, buried their dead, 
and identified himself with all their interests; rejoicing with them m 
their prosperity, and sympathizing with them in their troubles and 
sorrows. They had come to look upon him as a friend and counsellor. 
He was the “ Bishop of the Mountains^ The high appreciation of the 
people was evinced in the large attendance upon his funeral. In that 
sparsely settled mountain country it was estimated that not less than 
five hundred persons, representing four different counties, were pres- 
ent upon the occasion. 

His death, which occurred on the 17th of August, 1883, was sudden 
and unexpected. It was only a short time after he retired when the 
attention of his wife was arrested by his unusual respiration. Imme- 
diately she arose and attempted to afford relief, but in a few moments 
he was gone. The Master had called his faithful servant from labor 
to reward. In company with the many souls won to Christ by his 
faithful labors, he now rests in the Paradise of God. 
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EDUCATION. 

Many centuries ago a distinguished Jesuit said, “Ignorance may be the mother 
of devotion, but intelligence alone can build the house in which that devotion 
shall find its chosen shrine.” The venerable disciple of Ignatius Loyola was 
right, but we, as Methodists, are not indebted to the cloister for our conception 
of the truth that mental training is essential to a right understanding of doctrine 
and a proper appreciation of the Scripture theory of Christian worship. 

More than one hundred years have passed since we first made known our faith 
in the utility of cultivated thought as a means of introducing new elements of 
power into the organization and conduct of our own Church work. The minis- 
try of the Spirit has not been substituted by the discipline of the school-room. 
Unsaved hearts need regeneration now as ever, nor can a Wesleyan Methodist 
be found to deny it. Nothing can supersede the pperation of the Holy Ghost in 
transforming human souls. But may not the earthen vessel be carefully pre- 
pared to receive the heavenly treasure, and “ the excellency of the power” be 
none the less of God? With this conviction, we have already laid the founda- 
tion of an extensive educational work among our own people, and we propose 
to carry it on, not merely as a matter of denominational enterprise, but for the 
reason that in this manner we may be able hereafter to render the largest amount 
of service to both the Church and the country. 

Bancroft, the historian, has given to Methodism a conspicuous place in Amer- 
ican history. His hearty recognition of the success we have achieved, under 
God’s blessing, in every quarter of the land, should stimulate the most faint- 
hearted and increase the zeal of every member of our communion. But we 
must bear in mind the fact that the learned author alluded to, emphasizes, as 
with the stroke of a sledge, the distinctively denominational work done by our 
preachers and our people in the department of Christian education. He attri- 
butes the rapidity of our advance in unoccupied territory to the Methodist 
school-teacher as well as the Methodist itinerant. What new forms of power the 
future may reveal as the necessary outcome of our organic life as a Church, we 
know not, but we cannot afford to let go that whereunto we have attained. We 
have too much at stake. The call of the new nation, to be upheld by the ballots 
of unborn millions, is an appeal for help, and we cannot refuse to hear it. It is 
absolutely essential that all our plans and methods of work be thoughtfully de- 
vised and carefully adjusted to living issues. 

The State, as an educator, can never supplant the Church. There is one thing 
the State cannot do : It cannot present, on demand, a divine commission giving 
sole authority to transmit the truth from one generation to another. This must 
be done by the Church, and the material resources of its members must be taxed 
to carry out the divine will. God is on that side of the question. The State can 
wring revenue from every citizen of the Commonwealth to support the public 
school. Shall an institution of learning, which the Church is pleased to call its 
own, be permitted to languish for lack of both money and patronage? 
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Randolph-Macon College. — These words are intended to apply to the for- 
tunes of Randolph-Macon — our Co7iference Collcgc^Bi priceless gift handed down 
to ns from that noble band of Christian workers who baptized it with their 
prayers and tears full fifty years ago. 

Your committee desires to call special attention to the annual report of the 
President-Rev. W. W. Bennett, D. D. It is a paper of rare value, on account 
of the very important topics which it brings to the attention of this Body. 

During the past year, six new dormitories have been erected, and the old 
buildings, thus substituted, have been removed. But new houses for the profes- 
sors are also needed, and the Church is asked to furnish the means required to 
make this additional improvement. The appeal of the President comes to us in 
this form ; “We trust that at this Conference a liberality will be shown in this 
direction which shall stimulate and be responded to by the entire membership in

ultimately realize the full amount to put the premises of the College 
repair ? 

The attention of the Church is called to the founding of scholarships of $1500 
each, and the question is asked, “ Is it not also time to begin to think seriously 
of the endowment of professorships in the College? Generous Christian men in 
some sections have already done noble work in this direction, and there is still 
ample room for more of such work. Twenty- five thousand dollars safely in- 
vested, and with conditions securing the proceeds to a given professorship, would 
be so much help to give the College character and permanence. There are men 
in the Church of large wealth who might set an example of such liberality, and 
the divine blessing would surely follow their gifts, for God loveth a cheerful 
giver, and promises fatness to the liberal soul. And in addition to such special 
donations, may we not hope that the freewill offerings of all the people in the 
centennial year will place our colleges above all financial trouble for the future, 
and give them a stability heretofore unknown ?” 

This is the language of the President, and it calls for a definite response. Can 
we not ask that the men of “ large wealth ” alluded to shall undertake to endow 
five professorships during the centennial year, and that the Church at large be 
solicited to endow two chairs, making the number seven, as the result of the 
work of a single year? Could not our people be gathered together in mass 
meetings to be held in each pastoral charge by appointed speakers sent out by 
the authority of this Conference to awaken public interest, and to secure in cash 
and valid subscriptions the amount required to endow the professorships ? If 
the Conference will answer these questions affirmatively to-day, one hundred 
thousand Methodists in Virginia will approve the vote and begin the work. 

The College needs help. It needs help now. It needs help in the manner in- 
dicated in the Annual Report of the President, and we pray God that the day 
may never come when Randolph-Macon shall cease to be borne in the bosom of 
the Church. 

The Danville College for Young Ladies.— During the year a new College 
for Young Ladies has been established in Danville. It claims to be distinctively 
a Methodist institution. It has been regularly chartered and organized under 
the supervision of a joint-stock company. A suitable location was chosen some 
time ago, and a handsome building has been erected, with a front of eighty feet 
and a depth of one hundred and twenty feet. It contains three stories above the 
basement, and is supplied with all the modern improvements and conveniences. 

The circular placed in the hands of our Board states that “ the College is lo- 
cated in one of the most healthy, prosperous, and rapidly-improving sections of 
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* the State, in sight of the Blue Ridge (forty miles distant), on the border of the 
Piedmont country, within three miles of the North Carolina line, and two hun- 
dred miles from the sea-coast.” We are prepared to testify that “ the corps of 
teachers has been carefully selected.” The course of study is comprehensive, , 
and the grade of scholarship, it is stated, “will not be second to that of any 
similar institution in the State.” We hail with pleasure the advent of this new 
auxiliary in the work of education. May it have a long and prosperous life. 

It is only necessary to add that this new institution is under the management 
of Prof. John Blackwell and Prof. R. H. Sharp. 

It gives us great gratihcation to know that all the female schools under the 
patronage of our Conference are steadily advancing in efficiency and popularity. 

Wesleyan Female College, located at Murfreesboro, N. C., is under the Presi- 
dency of E. E. Parham, an Alumnus of Randolph-Macon College. He is well 
supported by an able corps of instructors, and has won the highest esteem of the 
patrons of the school by his methods of teaching and discipline. The present 
session promises to be one of unusual prosperity. 

Suffolk Female Institute, located atSuffolk,'Va., commands the patronage of 
an extensive section of country. It is under the management of the Misses Fin- 
ney and offers a pleasant home-life as well as the best methods of instruction to 
the daughters of parents who desire to educate their children in a school of high 
grade. Their work, as teachers, in the past, is an enduring testimonial. They 
deserve success. 

Southern Female College is located in Petersburg, Va. The reputation of the 
President as a superior manager and a ripe scholar, has increased rather than 
diminished with the advance of years, and at no time in his history has he been 
so widely known as a first-class Educator. The school occupies an enviable 
position in the Catalogue of Southern Colleges. 

Farmville Female College is located at Farmville, Va. , on the line of the 
Norfolk and Western Rail Road. Under the supervision of Miss M. E. Carter, 
the accomplished Principal, a large measure of prosperity has already signalized 
her patient devotion to the education of pupils committed to her care. This in- 
stitution has been equipped for effective work and deserves the commendation 
which true merit ought always to secure. 

Bowling Green Female Se.minary, at Bowling Green, Caroline County, Va., 
occupies the northernmost division of our territory. It is under the manage- 
ment of Rev. E. H. Rowe, Principal, and Mrs. W. C. Chandler, Assistant. It 
has been, in former years, liberally patronized by the surrounding counties, and 
at the present time enjoys the confidence of all who have examined its methods of 
instruction. The attendance upon the session of 1883-4 is larger and more sat- 
isfactory than that of any previous year in its history. 

Bonair Institute, located in the village of Smithville, Charlotte County, 
Va., has passed through the earlier stages of its career, and comes to us now 
shoulder to shoulder with the schools we have so frequently endorsed and com- 
mended to the support of our people. It is under the Presidency of Rev. E. A. 
Gibbs, assisted by a corps of well-qualified teachers whose fidelity to their chosen 
vocation cannot be questioned. It deserves to enjoy an enlarged usefulness in 
the future. 
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Norfolk College for Young Ladies, Norfolk, Va., is under the Presidency of 
Rev. R. M. Saunders. Last year there were more than 300 pupils matriculated.

ReRohed^ 2d. That we request the two patronizing Conferences to agree to raise 
the sum of $4,000 for the completion of the material improvements already 
begun and which are affirmed to be imperatively needed. 

Resolved^ 3rd. That we request the presiding Bishop to appoint Rev. Dr. W. 
W. Bennett President of Randolph-Macon College, and Rev. R. M. Saunders 
President of Norfolk College (for young ladies), and Rev. E. A. Gibbs President 
of Bonair Institute, and Rev W. F. Tillett Professor in Vanderbilt University. 

Resolved, 4th. That we respectfully submit to the Conference for adoption the 
following plan of work for the endowment of two professorships in Randolph- 
Macon College during the Centennial year. 

Plan. 

1. Let there be full information given to our people through the church papers 
and by circular of the objects and aims of the collection, especially the impor- 
tance of endowing our institutions of learning. 

2. Let arrangements be made in each district for reaching all the people by 
holding centennial meetings at the most favorable points where the largest at- 
tendance may be secured. Let the best speakers be selected and a suitable pro- 
gramme of exercises be prepared. 

3. In every church let centennial cards be circulated with a proper devise and 
a brief exhortation to the people to make voluntary offerings to the utmost of 
their ability to the different objects which shall be named at the head of each 
column designating the particular object, and let each member give something, 
however small it may be. 

4. Let there be an effort made to secure a centennial offering from children of 
the church and let a suitable centennial card be prepared for use in securing 
this collection. 

5. The Board of Education and the Centennial Board, shall be authorized 
to select suitable speakers for the centennial meeting of the Conference.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 

Dear Brethren , — Annually appointed to a special work, it is due to you that I 
should make a report of that work. And besides this, as our schools are held 
in trust for the Church, it is eminently proper that their condition, work, and 
wants should be made known to the Church in the yearly Conferences. From 
the beginning the schools of the Church have been essential factors in the work 
of spreading true knowledge among men. The planting of schools has been aa 
needful as the planting of churches. In doing both we seek the good of present 
and future generations. The past we cannot affect. It is closed and sealed 
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until the Great Day. . The best we can do with it is to draw what lessons we may 
from its successes and its failures. 

The future we can reach for evil or for good, and by a law unfailing in its ope« 
ration, we may harm future generations almost as much by neglecting to do 
what is right and proper as by doing what is positively evil. Wesley, who 
founded the first Methodist school, and his sons in the Gospel who took up and 
carried on this branch of his great work in England and in this country, reached 
with increasing power for good each successive generation, until now we, on this 
eve of the second century of Methodism in America as an organized Christian 
Church, enjoy the full benefit of all the educational work of the past hundred 
years. 

The present is to be one point of departure with the blessings of Christian 
education for the generations which fere to follow us. Our obligations are great, 
our opportunities most favorable ; we stand on high vantage ground compared 
with that on which our fathers stood ; the motives to plan largely and wisely,, and 
to execute with vigor, are most powerful, and if for any reason we shall fail to 
measure up to our responsibilities, the results to those who are to come after us 
will be to the last degree disastrous. 

The only salvation that thoughtful and far-seeing minds can discover for this 
land, is in the wide diffusion of knowledge among all classes by means of the 
Christian teacher in the pulpit and in the school-room. 

We should recognize the amount of education furnished by government and 
at public expense as highly valuable as far as it goes, but no step could be more 
disastrous than to commit the whole work of education to the State. The con- 
flict of opinions which would inevitably arise as to what should constitute a 
proper curriculum, could be settled only by throwing out the Word of God, and 
in such case what education might be left to the people would go on without any 
authority to control the conscience and give sanction to law. Every man would 
be left to do what was right in his own eyes, and society would begin its sad 
march back to the darkness of past ages, and be fully delivered over to that vain 
philosophy which makes man the measure of all things. 

It were almost needless in this presence to direct attention to the large share 
of higher educational work done by the Christian churches of this country. 
That is or should be known and read by all properly informed in such matters. 
But it may be placed in a very striking light by supposing that all the high 
schools and colleges conducted under the auspices of the churches were closed. 
What would be left? The universities, where education would be within the 
reach only of the wealthy classes, and the low-grade institutions, offering special 
and limited courses of instruction not suited to the general wants of our people. 
The closure of Church schools is not, therefore, to be thought of for a moment. 
No substitute could be offered for them. Stand they must, and be increased in 
resources and equipment, if the churches would do their duty to rising gene- 
rations. 

Our Church, foremost among the Protestant Churches of the world, must bear 
her full share of this indispensable work. She has done much, but not all that 
is demanded. In regard to every institution of learning, there is much that 
must be done, and that quickly, or we shall fall behind others in this work. 

For Randolph-Macon, located in our midst, the Church has done much, but 
will have to do more. In grounds and buildings we should make an advance. 
By the generosity of a comparatively small portion of our people and friends, we 
have this year taken a decided step in this direction. The old and unsightly 
dormitories used by the students have been removed, and six new and commo- 
dious houses of eight rooms each have been erected. This was a necessity, for 
the old buildings, temporary structures when the present site was purchased fif- 
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teen years ago, were well-nigh worn out, and had to be annually repaired at a 
cost of several hundred dollars. This yearly outlay, nearly equal to the interest 
on $5,000, we shall now save. But this does not complete the work. We need 
new houses for our Professors, which will require an additional outlay of several 
thousand dollars. The Church is fully able to put the premises of the College 
in the most attractive form, and we earnestly hope will furnish the greatly needed 
means for this purpose. We trust that at this Conference a liberality will be 
shown in this direction which shall stimulate and be responded to by the entire 
membership in this portion of our work. 

This College, like every other school of similar grade, needs and should have 
an endowment, not only for the purpose of giving teachers a certain and gene- 
rous support, but also for the purpose of aiding young men of no means in se- 
curing a liberal education. 

Yearly I am in receipt of letters asking if any help can be given by the Col- 
lege to young men of good minds and devoted piety, to whom Providence has de- 
nied money. By the founding of scholarships of $1500 each, lasting benefits 
would be conferred on this class, and the work of the College greatly enlarged. 

Surely there are Christian men to whom God has given wealth who might do 
this work and thus bless their race and make friends of the mammon of unright- 
eousness. Our old scholarships are not a help, but an actual hindrance and 
burden to us. Some of those which are perpetual, and for which the College 
only received $500, I have known to be purchased'by persons of means and their 
benefits peddled out (sometimes at the very door of the College) at a price much 
below our rates for tuition. The College is held for the pound of flesh to be cut 
nearest its heart, and by those who are of our own communion. 

A judicious system of scholarships can be established, the funds of which 
should be used for the purpose indicated and for no other. 

Is it not also time to begin to think seriously of the endowment of professor- 
ships in the College? Generous Christian men in some sections have already 
done noble work in this direction, and there is still ample room for more of such 
work. Twenty-five thousand dollars safely invested, and with conditions securing 
the proceeds to a given professorship, would by so much help to give the College 
character and permanence. There are men in our Church of large wealth who 
might set an example of such liberality, and the divine blessing would surely 
follow their gifts, for God loveth a cheerful giver and promises fatness to the 
liberal soul. And in addition to such special donations, may we not hope that 
the free-will offerings of all the people in our near Centennial Year will place 
our College above all financial trouble for the future and give them a stability 
heretofore unknown? 

The College needs, and should receive, the generous patronage of all our peo- 
ple. But it is a sad fact that so few among us really think of the need of higher 
education for their children. Most of them, if they feel moved to go beyond the 
common schools, seek for those institutions that offer cheap education, which is 
generally like cheap clothing, made of shoddy that soon frays out. Others are 
caught by high sounding advertisements, and send their children of both sexes 
to institutions in which they are educated out of all sympathy with the Church of 
their plain old fathers and mothers and are soon lost to Methodism. Of all 
Churches the Methodist is the most unwisely liberal of such gifts to sister 
Churches. This is a growing evil among us that should be arrested. But how 
can it be arrested ? I answer, by the ministers of our Church both by precept 
and example. If those who by character, talents and position are leaders, fail 
to bestow favor on our Colleges in the form of kindly words and patronage, caa 
the people whom they lead be expected to go beyond the example ? 
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Can any one who reflects at all doubt that 400 travelling preachers, exerting a 
powerful influence over 90,000 Methodist people, can keep Randolph-Macon 
amply supplied with students, or that the whole body of preachers in our Church, 
with nearly 90,000 members, can keep every Methodist college full to over- 
flowing? 

There is a general error to which I would direct attention. I refer to tha^ 
tendency among all classes to send the boys to mere business schools, where 
they are rushed through a few months’ course in penmanship and business arith- 
metic and are then at once thrust into commercial life. There can be in such 
cases no general development of mind, no careful training of the higher faculties, 
and consequently the victims of such a vicious course of so-called education are 
fitted only for the tread-mill round of the merchant’s desk. 

The true theory of education is to give a boy all he will take of mental cul- 
ture, no matter what may be his life-business. Give him large resources of 
knowledge, and he will be fitted for other duties and for other pleasures besides 
those of his narrow business path. 

In no country is general culture so much needed as in this, where the roads 
to high offices are open to all. And no investment can be made for a young 
American citizen, even remotely approaching in value, present and prospective, 
a general and thorough Christian education. But great numbers of our people, 
•who are able to educate their children, do not see this, and until they do they 
will not patronize schools of high grade. They can be made to see it by the 
earnest efforts of the preachers in sermons, addresses, fireside conversations, 
and by the circulation among them of literature bearing directly on this point. 

And now let me urge upon the Church the importance, nay, the absolute neces- 
sity, of advancing our educational work. Not to advance is to give up the field 
which other Churches will at once move to occupy, and which they ought to occupy 
if we will not. The whole history of Randolph-Macon should stimulate us to 
still greater eVorts in its behalf. As to the present condition of the College, I 
think we should feel encouraged to go forward. The old debt has been largely 
reduced, and what we still owe has been funded in a loan at 6 per cent., while 
we have as the nucleus of an endowment some $20,000 yielding 6 per cent., thus 
giving a balance of several hundred dollars in our favor. 

I regret to say that many of the pledges of help in paying off the old debt have 
not been redeemed, and it seems impossible by any form of appeal to obtain 
what is still due. 

If to these subscriptions paid we could add a few thousands more, the entire 
debt would be cancelled. As a Church we are fully able to do this and what- 
ever else is needed to give the College full scope and power for its work. 

I do hope that we shall at this session inaugurate a movement which shall 
result in the amplest endowment of the College, and the first step in this move- 
ment should be a subscription before this Conference closes in aid of the im- 
provements in grounds and buildings which have been going on for several 
months. This work cannot be deferred, and we hope the Conference and the 
many members and friends of the Church will say we will give the needed help.

Your Committee beg leave to submit the following report : 

We regret that the report of the Book Agent forwarded to the Conference 
should have been misplaced so that it never reached us, but are gratified to learn 
that the exhibit represents the Publishing House as in a safe and prosperous con- 
dition. The debt of $350,000, which five years ago threatened its very existence, 
according to the late exhibit has been reduced, under the bonding system 
adopted by the Book Committee, to $225,000, while the price of some of the pub- 
lications has been reduced 50 per cent. It is also worthy of note that arrange- 
ments have been affected by which any book published in the United States or 
Europe can be obtained through our Nashville Agency without additional cost to 
the purchaser, and allowing him the advantage of the usual discount. 

The Committee offer the following resolutions for adoption : 

Besolvedf That we heartily commend the Richmond Christian Advocate to our 
people and the Church at large, and being our home paper, we believe it has the 
first claim of all the Advocates upon our patronage. 

Resolved, That we heartily approve the editorial conduct of the Christian Ad' 
vocate by the Rev. 0. P. Fitzgerald, D. D., and recommend it to our people as 
the general organ of the Church. 

Resolved, That the Advocate of Missions published in the interest of Missions 
and Church Extension, and the Woman'^s Advocate of AHssiom, devoted specially 
to the interests of missionary work under the auspices of the Woman’s Mission- 
ary Society, should be in every Methodist Home, and that we will recommend 
them to our people as worthy of their patronage. • 

Finally Resolved, That we recommend most heartily to our Sunday Schools 
our Sunday School periodicals — the Magazine, the Quarterly, the Intermediate 
Quarterly, the Illustrated Lesson Paper, Our Little People, and the Sunday 
School Visitor — and we earnestly request our preachers to use ^eir best en- 
deavors to secure their .use in preference to like periodicals published elsewhere.

SUXOAY SCHOOI.S. 

The Sunday School Board of the Virginia Conference would offer the follow- 
ing report : 

The organization of the Board was not effected until the present session of 
the Conference, and hence no system of work was adopted for gathering or dis- 
seminating information upon the condition of our schools during the year. The 
Board has, however, made inquiry, as far as possible, since its organization, 
into the history of Sunday School work within our territory, with a view of ascer- 
taining how far the advice, given by the Conference in the adoption of its last 
committee’s report, has been heeded. The following seems a fair estimate : 

1. Preachers and people have been to no inconsiderable degree alive to the 
great importance of the first item in the report, viz: that “ much of earnest effort 
is still necessary to rouse that large portion of our membership yet remaining 
unemployed in this indispensable department of religious enterprize.” Progress 
has been made toward securing as many workers in the Sunday School as there 
are members in the church, but the desired result is yet far from completion. 

2. Your Board has been gratified at the information received in regard to the 
apparent improvement of our schools — in thoroughness of instruction. The 
opinion of the Conference, as heretofore expressed, that “great care should be 
had that our schools do not degenerate into mere entertainments on the one 
hand or into tedious dryness on the other,” seems to have been the view of our 
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Superintendents in their work. If any are still disposed to the very grave error 
of seeking merely to please the fancy without giving wholesome influence to the 
immortals under their care, it is hoped the coming year’s history will be marked 
by their entire conversion to the true principles of religious education. Prosi- 
ness in the exercises of a school should be, and can be, avoided. It is equally 
true that the entire object of teaching remains unattained, and the work is worse 
than useless if officers and teachers stop short of the most earnest and faithful 
exertion to give such knowledge as is calculated to lead the young to the recep- 
tion of Jesus as Saviour. Every child is to become the servant of God or the 
victim of sin. The character of early training goes very far to determine what 
shall be true in the after years. Let it be the constant study of every teacher to 
discover the best means to lead the developing mind to faith in Christ. Early 
piety — religion in youth — must be the aim of that system of school exercises to 
be approved by Him who said, “ SuflFer the little children to come unto me.” 

3. The use of Catechisms is again earnestly advised. It is feared the previous 
report on this matter has been but little heeded. The International Lessons 
cannot meet the demand for that peculiarly efficient mode of indoctrinating the 
young mind found in the use of a short but thorough Catechism. Your Board 
would earnestly appeal to Superintendents and teachers on this indispensable 
requisite to true success. Let nothing induce neglect of an instrumentality so 
important. The revelations of eternity alone can fully declare the results of a 
careful or careless policy. 

4. Your Board, with renewed earnestness, would urge the use of our own 
literature — that published by our own house in Nashville. Unsurpassed in ex- 
cellence, it has every claim to our preference. Gratified at the progress made 
toward what has been so often urged by our Sunday School Committees, we 
hope the time will soon come when every school will be fully supplied with our 
own publications. 

5. The consecrated officer or teacher will take time to study what he is to im- 
part to those under his tuition. No talents are so brilliant as to render the care- 
ful study of each lesson unimportant. We would solemnly urge this upon all. 
No true success can be expected without it. This indispensable duty, together 
with that of visiting the sick and unfortunate, faithfully performed, will give large 
results for the glory of God. 

6. Your Board is deeply impressed with the truth that parents should be co- 
operators with Sunday school toilers. Nothing can supply the place of home 
influence. Let it be steadily kept in mind that education begins in the nursery, 
and hence every effort should be made to impress parents relative to their duty. 
Superintendents and others have here an urgent call for activity. 

7. Encouraging information has been received on the subject of continuing 
Sabbath school exercises during the winter months. As there shall be progress 
in improving church buildings, we may expect improvement in the Sabbath 
schools in this direction. We cannot be too urgent in pleading for winter work 
as well as for summer work. While Christians slumber the wicked one will be 
active to lead the young to folly. We would sincerely hope that the time is not 
far distant when every parent, teacher and officer shall be duly impressed, and 
correspondingly active, as to the great matter of allowing the enemy no advan- 
tage by ^lengthy vacations. 

8. The importance of teachers’ meetings has not been sufficiently regarded. 
We cannot be too constant in endeavor for improvement in this matter. Surely 
where there is such consecration as is demanded by the genuine love of God, 
teachers can find some time to convene for the study of the Divine word. Let 
preachers continue to urge the duty. 
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9. The history of the year calls for gratitude. The work done, as shown by 
the statistics, is encouraging. What is to be the outcome of the activities of the 
present age, is beyond human ken. We only know that the promises of God are 
sure. If the Church shall be faithful to her children, glorious things will be 
spoken of her. Who that thinks can fail to see the folly — the worse than folly — 
of the man who neglects to engage in that enterprize which is to be the means, 
by God’s blessing, of revolutionizing the morals of the world ? Who cannot 
discover criminality in indifferentism ? The Church must be diligent. She 
must be heroic enough to oppose every form of business that offers temptation 
to the young. Oh, that the day may speedily arrive, when the business world 
shall have been persuaded to avoid all those phases of traffic which, in their 
very nature, make “ traps for the young ! ” Let the Church continue to educate 
toward this grand consummation. 

10. We find in our Conference 699 schools, 7,421 officers and teachers, 45,195 
scholars. Increase over the last year of 32 schools, 370 officers and teachers, 
3,784 scholars; total increase of persons, 4,154. For all which we thank God 
and take courage.

The Committee on the Bible Cause submit the following report : 

It is with devout gratitude to God that we record the fact that the activity of 
Protestant Christendom in the work of Bible distribution was never greater than 
at the present day. Since the beginning of the present century more than 
200,000,000 copies and portions of the Word of God have been printed and dis- 
tributed. During the past year the three great Societies — the American, the 
British and Foreign, and the National Bible Society of Scotland — have printed 
and circulated nearly 5,000,000 copies. These have been issued in the languages 
and dialects of well nigh every nation of the world. Never before, in the his- 
tory of the Church, has the field been so open, so wide and inviting, and the de- 
mand for the Word of Life so urgent. Now, in the Providence of God, seems ta 
be the Church’s opportunity for putting an open Bible in the hands of the people 
everywhere. And right nobly is she meeting the responsibility of the hour by 
enlarging her facilities for manufacture, by multiplying her distributing agencies, 
and by the increased riches of her liberality. 

But what are we Virginia Methodists doing in this department of Christian 
enterprize? The Bible Society of Virginia is our recognized and endorsed 
agent for the systematic canvassing and supply of the territory within our bounds. 
What are W 3 doing to strengthen the hands of our Agent and enable it to do our 
work? During the year past the Society has not been able to keep more than a 
dozen laborers in the field^ and has distributed only about 10,000 copies of the 
Scriptures. In itself considered this is a great work ; but considered in relation 
to the character, numbers and ability of our people, it dwindles into insignifi- 
cance. But how small a part of this has been done by the nearly 60,000 Metho- 
dists of our Conference! Of the 178 pastoral charges in the Conference only 
ten are named in the annual report of the Secretary as having contributed any- 
thing to the treasury of this Society. In Portsmouth, Petersburg and Lynchburg 
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there are Auxiliary Societies with which our churches are identified, and to 
which they contribute. After we have added these to the ten above referred to, 
we find that there are not less than 160 of our Circuits, Stations and Missions 
that have reported nothing for the Bible Cause. We rejoice that so much is 
being done and that such success is crowning the efforts of God’s faithful 
workers ; but in view of the facts, it becomes us to rejoice with trembling. 

We offer the following resolutions : 

1st. That we recognize it as our duty to give our hearty supporl to the Bible 
Society of Virginia in its efforts to supply the destitute with the Word of God. 

2d. That all our preachers be requested to take collections for this Society in 
the month of January, and remit the same to the Secretary and Treasurer, Rev. 
M. W. Staples, Richmond, Va.

of his account with the Preachers’ Relief Society and appealed to in its behalf, 
and, while remittances to me have been fair, I hope to hear a good report from 
our brethren coming up to Conference.

The Board of Church Extension of the Virginia Conference beg leave to sub- 
mit this their first report. 

ORGANIZATION OF THE BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

P. A. Peterson, President ^ W. W. Walker, Vice-President^ 

G. E. Booker, Secretary, Geo. M. Bain, Jr., Treasurer. 

The Society, organized by the General Conference of 1882, for the promotion 
of church extension, is a new feature in the practical system of Southern Metho- 
dism; but the success which has attended a similar movement among the Wes- 
leyan Methodists, of England, and in the Methodist Episcopal Church, affords 
strong proof of its utility, and gives good ground to believe, that if properly 
managed, it will ultimately become a very efficient agency in extending our 
Church, not only into the newly settled territory of the West, but also into the 
destitute portions of the older Conferences. 

Being fully convinced that the success of this work among us depends in a 
large degree upon the proper application of the funds coming into the treasury, 
this Board has adopted certain regulations for its government, under the Consti- 
tution provided for it by the Conference. They are as follows : 

1. All applications for aid must be in the form prescribed and furnished by the 
Board, giving all the information required, and accompanied by a copy of the 
deed under which the property is held for the Church. 

2. No appropriation shall be made in any case where the church edifice for 
which aid is asked has not been commenced, and a good portion of the building 
fund secured. 

3. No appropriation shall be made to pay an old debt, except it be to avert an 
imminent and otherwise inevitable disaster in the loss of Church property. 

The Board had at its disposal eleven hundred and fifty dollars, which was 
donated as follows :

The Bishops of the M. E. Church, South, in their Address to the General 
Conference, held in Nashville, May, 1882, said : 

“ Before another session of this Body, the first hundred years since Methodism 
in America was formally organized will be completed. Its proper celebration 
would be a means of grace. It might be well for this Body not only to take ad- 
vanced steps for concerted action in this direction with our brethren of other 
churches, but to designate the objects upon which the liberality of the people 
may be directed, on that Centenary occasion, in their thank-offerings. The 
Centenary of the organization of American Methodism is an event too rich in 
suggestion, and too important in its bearing on the religion and civilization of 
our land, to pass without celebration.” 

The Committee, to whom this part of the Address was referred, reported, and 
the General Conference adopted the following resolution ; 

“That in grateful acknowledgment of God’s signal mercies and of our in- 
creased prosperity and responsibility, we will endeavor, during the year 1884, to 
raise the ‘Sum of $2,000,000 to be applied equally to the cause of Education, 
Church Extension and Foreign Missions, save when donors shall give special 
direction to their gifts.”

To attain the end contemplated in this resolution, every part of the Church 
must be reached, and its heart fired with the enthusiasm of holy gratitude and 
love. 

A General Centenary Committee was appointed, consisting of the Bishops and 
twelve ministers and twelve laymen, to whom was committed the task of ma- 
turing a plan of operations. The work, in its details, was entrusted by this 
General Committee to a sub-committee, consisting of three ministers and three 
laymen, and known as the Central Centenary Committee. This Committee, in 
turn, has appointed District Committees, composed of the Presiding Elder and 
one minister and one layman from every District in Southern Methodism — the 
District Committees in each Conference to organize and constitute the Annual 
Conference Centenary Committee. > 

Such is the machinery of the movement. If faithfully worked it cannot fail 
to accomplish magnificent results. 

Our Conference should take her place in the forefront of this enterprise. The 
oldest in the connection, she is also' one of the strongest; and any indiflference 
or inactivity on her part may damp the zeal and paralyze the arms of others. 
We cannot believe that our Virginia Methodists will fall behind their brethren 
anywhere in the heartiness and liberality with which they commemorate the 
manifold goodness of God to us during the first century of our history as a 
Church. 

The Virginia Conference Centenary Committee met in the lecture-room of 
Broad-Street on the 17th instant, and organized by the election of R. N. Sledd, 
Chairman ; R. A. Compton, Secretary, and, at a subsequent meeting, George M. 
Bain, Treasurer. After mature deliberation, the following resolutions were 
adopted, and are presented for the consideration of the Conference : 

“ 1. Resolved^ That the leading object of this Centenary movement is the 
spiritual improvement of our people by reviewing God’s mercies during the 
hundred years of our organic life, and by calling out in suitable monumental 
form our gratitude for these blessings. 

“2. Resolved^ That the first Sabbath in January, 1884, be observed through- 
out the Church as a day of devout prayer for the Divine blessing upon the Cen- 
tenary services of the year and for a general revival of religion, and that on that 
day our preachers explain the nature and objects of the Centenary Celebration, 
and especially urge adherence to those doctrines and usages of early Methodism 
that have contributed, under God, to her spiritual power. 

“3. Resolved, That the last Sabbath in May, 1884, (and, in our Circuits and 
Missions, as many successive Sabbaths thereafter as may be necessary) be ob- 
served as a day (or days) of Special Centenary Services, and that the Central 
Centenary Committee be requested to furnish a programme of exercises therefor. 

“4. Resolved, That the fourth Sabbath in June, 1884, (and, in our Circuits 
and Missions, as many successive Sabbaths thereafter as may be necessary) a 
Childrens’ Centenary Celebration be held” — the childrens’ offerings to be de- 
voted to the establishment and aid of Sunday schools among the poor. 

5. Resolved, That the amount raised within our bounds for educational pur- 
poses be devoted to the endowment of Randolph-Macon College, the Central 
Centenary Committee concurring. 

6. Resolved, That R. N. Sledd be appointed to preach a Centenary Sermon 
before this Body at its next Annual Session. 

7. Resolved, That our preachers be requested to give prominence during our 
Centennial year to the payment of Church debts and the building and repairing 
of Church edifices and parsonages, and keep an accurate account of all moneys 
raised for these objects, and report the same to the Treasurer of this Committee. 






8. Mesolvedj That the Editor of the Richmond Christian Advocate be requested 
to give a reasonable space in his columns for the publication of such matter as 
may be of interest and promotive of the object of our Centenary Celebration.

ANNUAIv ItBPOirX.* 

The Board of Missions of the Virginia Annual Conference submits the follow- 
ing summary in regard to the Missions under its supervision during the year past ; 

Fourteen Missions were provided for the past year, but on account of the 
death of the preacher in charge of Warwick Mission early in the year, no report 
of work on that field is made. 

It is very gratifying to the Board to report general prosperity on the Home 
Mission field. Reports more or less full have been received from all the Mis- 
sions, which are embodied in the tabular statement of Conference Missionary 
Statistics. [See page 55.] 

Meadows of Dan^' Mission {Danville District)^ in Patrick, is on a plateau 
of the Blue Ridge Mountains, a very secluded region. From reports made to 
the Board by the Presiding Elder and the preacher in charge, the following items 
of interest are given i Population on the Mission, 4,000 to 5,000 5 of these there 
are belonging to Primitive Baptist Church, 250 ; to Missionary Baptist, 100, and 
to our Church, 39. The Primitive Baptists antagonise Missions, Sunday School 
work, and other agencies of evangelical churches, and have seven out of the 
ten houses of worship. Our Church has only one house, very inferior in every 
respect. The preacher in charge. Rev. J. M. Shockley, is commended by the 
Presiding Elder as a faithful and diligent worker, and as having done all that 
could be expected under the exceedingly untoward surroundings and limited 
means at his command. 

Though the bulk of the adult population are opposed to evangelical work, still 
the remarkable fact is given by the preacher in charge that there are five Sun- 
day Schools, with 24 officers and teachers and 307 scholars, being about eight 
times as many scholars as there are members of the church, and of the teachers 
in three schools, not a teacher is a member of the church. This may be objected 
to by some, but it shows that at least the children are struggling for the light. 
In the words of the Presiding Elder, “ The secret of this is to be found in this fact, 
the prejudices of the people are fast giving way to the mighty power of the Gos- 
pel. Many who formerly opposed Sunday Schools are now sending their children 
to them, and a few attend themselves.” 

One new church is under’ construction— framed but not covered in. This, 
when finished, will seat about 300 and will cost about $1,000. It eminently 
deserves aid from the Church Extension Board if it can do anything for it. 

The preacher has done much pastoral visiting, and would do more if supported 
by the Board, as it seems to do much good. Having but one church, he mostly 
preaches in school-houses or the open air. Congregations generally good. 
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South Patrick Missio7i^ in Patrick County, — This territory is in the extreme 
southwest corner of the Virginia Conference. Physically and in population it 
resembles the mission above described. The preacher in charge has been in 
feeble health, unable to preach at night, when congregations are mainly obtain- 
able. Obstacles to Gospel work are many and great. Men called preachers 
openly decry Sunday Schools, Bible and Tract and Missionary Societies, and 
would prefer for the children to hunt, fish, or play cards on Sunday to their at- 
tending Sunday School. This opposition, however, is abating, and some of the 
people once under their influence are earnest workers in the schools. Another 
great obstacle is intemperance. In the bounds of the Mission there are nearly 
twenty licensed distilleries. The people in and outside of the Church are suffer- 
ing from this awful curse. The two droughts in three years have hindered min” 
isterial support. Eighty copies of the New Testament have been distributed. 
As many more might be used with advantage in Sunday Schools. Tracts could 
be distributed usefully. 

In view of the health of the preacher in charge, and other reasons, the Presid- 
ing Elder recommends the consolidation of this Mission with Patrick Circuit, 
which has been done. 

Piedmont Mission {Charlottesville District). — Piedmont Mission mourns the 
loss of its former untiring and useful missionary. Rev. G. W. Bailey, and this 
Board unites with it in its sorrow. Seldom has a community been blessed with 
a more efficient minister. May his work, so well done, remain long as a monu- 
ment to his faithfulness' and zeal. Others will tell the Church of the hundreds, 
possibly thousands, he led from darkness into light. May his mantle fall on a 
worthy successor. After Bro. Bailey’s death Rev. 0. P. Richards was placed in 
charge of the Mission. 

The field of this work is large and populous. It lies in coves and on sides of 
the Blue Ridge Mountains, in the counties of Madison, Rappahannock, and 
Greene. The people are much interested in building houses of worship. They 
will soon have another house of worship completed. They are moving to build 
still another and have another partially completed. The field being too large fo** 
one man, will be divided, and another Mission formed out of a part of it to be 
called Blue Ridge Mission. 

Bedford Mission {Lynchburg District), — Of this Mission nothing further need 
be said than is brought out by figures given. It will be absorbed by adjoining Cir- 
cuits and therefore cease to be a Mission. 

Glenmore Mission {Lynchburg District). — The statistics give a favorable view 
of the work. Much good and faithful service has been rendered, and the worker 
has both sown and reaped. The Mission will be continued under the present 
preacher in charge. 

Madison Mission {Lynchburg District) takes in one of the suburban villages of 
Lynchburg. The statistics give results in part. 

Danielstown and Bayley^s Chapel. — This is also in the suburbs of Lynchburg. 
Acting under the advice of the Presiding Elder of the District, the Madison and 
Danielstown Missions have been consolidated, and Bayley’s Chapel will be at- 
tached to the Amherst Circuit. 

West Goochland Mission {Randolph-Macon District) was put under charge of 
this Board at last Conference, and has been served by Rev. R. H. Mulllen with 
gratifying results in many respects. 
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East Louisa Mission {RandolpJi-Macon District) has been under the charge of 
Rev. T, R. Dunn for the past year. He has served it faithfully since its estab- 
lishment three years ago. The success attending his' ministry, if continued a 
short time longer, will eventuate in the formation of a good Circuit, three 
churches having been built already and two more are under way. The year’s 
work has been crowned by gracious times of revival with results given. The 
cause of the small support given the preacher is due to his generous direction of 
the funds raised towards building churches, instead of his own support. The 
Mission will be continued, but will be transferred to the Charlottesville District. 

Manchester Mission {Richmond District). — This Mission was established one 
year ago. It was in charge of Rev. J. W. Howell, a student of Randolph-Macon 
College, until about October 1st, since which time it has been served by Rev. 

V. W, Bargamin. 

Never, probably, in the history of Domestic Mission operations in this Confer- 
ence, has better progress been made in this work. The figures given show the 
erection of two church buildings costing $3,800, and the accession of 88 new 
members, besides nearly as many by certificate and otherwise. The liberality 
exhibited by the people is worthy of commendation, especially the fitting up of 
the Sunday Schools with a full outfit at a cost of $195.99. 

At the request of the Presiding Elder, the two charges in this Mission have 
been divided — one to be called the Fifth Street Mission and the other the West 
End Station. 

Fox Hill Mission {Norfolk District) has been in charge the past year of Rev. 
J. G. Lennon. His faithful efforts, supplemented by a working membership, 
chiefly pious women, have resulted in the building of a comfortable parsonage at 
a cost of $850 — much of the work done by his own hands — hence the low cost ; 
and the completion of a church at a cost of $1,200. The same progress the 
coming year will make this field a self-sustaining one. It will be continued the 
coming year, so that the existing debt on church property may be entirely 
cleared off. 

Dorset Mission {Eastern Shore District) has been this year in charge of Rev. 

W, F. Hayes. The report shows some advances this year. Judging from the 
number of children now in the Sunday Schools, there is reasonable ground to 
hope for a substantial Circuit in this field. 

Cobb’*s Island Mission. — This is a new Mission, established a year ago. Its 
organization is chiefly due to the suggestion and liberality of Mrs. Hamilton 
Easter, of Baltimore, Md., who has this year and previously made contributions 
to it. Its field is Cobb’s Island, well known as a smmmer resort, and Hog 
Island, some five miles distant. The population of 140 souls on these islands 
had, prior to the establishment of the Mission, been entirely without religious 
instruction. Their isolated situation was thus rendered far more desolate and 
deplorable. They have had the faithful attention and instruction of Rev, T. G. 
Pullen, who, imitating the example of the greatest Missionary of the World, has 
built with his own hands mainly, not a tent for the Lord, but a substantial 
house of worship, costing $850, outside of his and other voluntary labor. The 
efforts of this young brother have been crowned by happy results, evidenced by 
the results given. One of the converts has already become an active worker in 
the church.

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WOMAN’S MISSIONARY SOCIEXY.* 

REPORT OP THE CORRESPONDING SECRETARY. 

The fifth annual report of the Woman’s Missionary Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, shows the borders of our work now include 1,117 aux- 
iliary societies, an increase over the past year of 185, Young people’s and juve- 
nile societies, 279 — an increase of 99 ; adult members, 26,397 — an increase of 
4,363; members of young people’s and juvenile societies, 8,606 — an increase of 
3,277 ; life members, 311 — an increase of 125. Nine missionaries are at work in 
the mission fields, and three more are under appointment. 

The total receipts for the year were $29,111.31. Total receipts from January, 

1879, to January, 1883, amounting to $83,636.39. Five boarding schools, ten 
day schools, and six Bible women are now supported by our Society. The total 
' appropriation for 1883-4 is $34,868, showing our work is on the increase, and 
that more is expected of each Conference Society this year than heretofore. 

Let us notice in what degree we of the Virginia Conference Society have contrib- 
uted to this encouraging exhibit. We number sixty auxiliaries, including three 
young people’s societies, all three of which are in Petersburg. The young peo- 
ple of Market Street church have worked with great zeal the past year, trying in 
various ways to raise missionary money, and have handed in to the Conference 
Treasurer the handsome sum of $107. 

The girls of Washington Street church have also done well, holding regu- 
lar monthly prayer meetings of an interesting character, and have raised $50 
during the year. All honor to the boys of Washington Street church who have 
elected to join our ranks, and though lately organized, have sent $11.50 to our 
Treasurer ; an earnest, we hope, of greater things in the future. We sometimes 
wish the older members of the Church would catch the spirit of the children ; 
their enthusiasm and zeal in their work is most commendable. 

We have gained but nine auxiliaries during the past year, and lost almost as 
many. We believe some new organizations are being formed, but have not yet 
perfected their organization. 

With sorrow of heart we make this disheartening statement in regard to our 
year’s work. How depressing it is to read, as we so often have to do, from cor- 
responding secretaries, “Our auxiliary has disbanded, lost interest in the work,” 

&c. We turn to the last report received from such auxiliary, and find sub- 
scribers to Woman’s Missionary Advocate one, or none. No comment is needed. 

During the time of our organization we have, in spite of all drawbacks, raised 
$4,238.51, and now number 1,542 members. 

W e have two day schools in China ; one supported by Mrs. Mary Stuart Smith, 
of the University of Virginia ; the other by the ladies of the Washington Street 
auxiliary. Main Street church, Danville, supports a girl in China, and Cente- 
nary church auxiliary, Richmond, another. A year or two ago, the little one 
supported by this last named auxiliary was gathered to the Saviour’s bosom. 

The ladies continue the good work in behalf of another precious child. 

We have, as yet, but three life-members in our Conference Society. One in 
Court Street auxiliary, Lynchburg, ; another in Washington Street auxiliary, 

Petersburg ; the third by the auxiliaries of Johnsontown and Franktown, North- 
ampton county. 

Thus you see how very little we have yet done. How much will we accom- 
plish the coming year? i 

The work before us is, to keep up our regular subscriptions ; to help sustain the j 

Seminole Academy; to contribute as our hearts prompt us to the Memorial 
Fund ; and to give the small additional amount of ten cents a year to the Con- 

♦ The collections made in the several pastoral charges for this Society appear in the General

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tingent Fund. This fund is created to meet expenses incurred in our Conference 
Society, in connection with our work, viz., postage, printing reports for use of 
corresponding secretaries of auxiliaries, traveling expenses of Conference So- 
ciety officers to the annual meeting, and of one delegate to the yearly meeting, 
of the Woman’s Board of Missions. The wisdom of the Church requires an 
annual meeting for the transaction of the business of the Society. Each Confer- 
ence Society is expected to send as delegate their Corresponding Secretary or 
some one appointed in her stead. Recognizing the fitness of this arrangement, 
it is only reasonable to provide for the traveling expenses of the chosen delegate. 
When we remember that not an officer in our work receives any remuneration for 
her often arduous services, but that our work is emphatically a labor of love, it 
seems rather hard thaj: any complaint should be made that absolutely necessary 
expenses should be met by drafts on the Treasurer. To obviate all possible oc- 
casion for captious criticism, however, and to preserve intact the missionary 
fund, this additional contribution of ten cents a year from each member is asked 
for. If given by every lady of each auxiliary, our contingent fund will amply 
meet all demands made upon it, and if anything remains over actual expendi- 
ture, it will be thrown into the missionary treasury. 

We would especially direct your attention to the Indian Mission work. Our 
Woman’s Missionary Society has taken the Seminole Academy in our “special 
work” during the present year. At the last meeting of our Woman’s Board of 
Missions $1,200 were pledged for the expenses of the Academy by the various 
Conference Societies. The Virginia Conference Society assumed $100 of that 
amount, fifty of which sum was nobly pledged by Mrs. Peters to be raised on the 
Norfolk District. Forty-five dollars of the remaining fifty has been contributed, 
and as we are not compelled to send in the entire amount before May, 1884, we 
hope to do more than meet our obligations. We hope every lady in the Virginia 
Conference Society has read Mrs. Bryan’s stirring and pathetic report of her 
work in the Academy, published in the June number of our Woman'* s Missionary 
Advocate. You have learned from that report how hard, and rough, and prosaic, 
work among the Indians is. No foreign manners, nor picturesque scenes, no 
romance of missions, is to be found in this work among our Indians. How 
utterly dreary and distasteful must our faithful workers often find it. What 
motive less strong than the constraining love of Christ can animate their hearts I 
Two of Bishop Marvin’s daughters have given themselves to this work. The 
sainted father’s mantle of self-sacrifice has fallen upon his children. 

But why should they go, and we stay ? Does God require all the sacrifice of 
a few of his children, and exonerate the rest? Does not his command to “teach 
all nations” rest upon each one of his followers? Whence comes it that miS^- 
sionary work is so generally regarded as something we can do, or not, as we 
choose ? Fellow workers, we are verily guilty before God in this matter. Is it 
not true that a large proportion of professed Christians are utterly indifferent to 
the salvation of the world? and feel no responsibility in the matter? Even ten- 
derhearted women can turn a deaf, unpitying ear to the wail of heathen sisters!' 
How can this be if the love of Christ burns in our hearts? Have any of us an 
adequate conception of our responsibility in this matter? Let us ponder this 
question, and ask God to show us our whole duty, in this Christ-like work of 
saving souls. 

An advance in our work made in the last two years is in the office of District 
President. We have nine such officers in our Conference Society ; from some of 
them we have had no report during the year, while others have done efficient 
service. This is a most important office, and one that can be made abundantly 
effective. It is required of a District President to organize auxiliary societies in 
her district either personally, by letter, or through the minister in charge ; to 
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correspond with her auxiliaries, to represent to them the needs of the work from 
time to time, and as far as possible to exercise a general oversight over her dis- 
trict. It is very essential to secure the active cooperation of the preachers in this 
work ; indeed, it is well nigh impossible to carry it on successfully without their 
aid. Shall not the year now opening find all our District Presidents alive to the 
importance of their work, and prepared to sacrifice time, tastCj and ease in its 
performance? 

In the past year a column in the Richmond Christian Advocate has been kindly 
set apart for the use of the Society. We are grateful for the favor and have 
availed ourselves of it. 

Rev. John B. Laurens is our accredited agent to organize auxiliaries whenever 
and wherever he finds it practicable, though we have heard of but three formed 
through his instrumentality, yet we still hope to have valuable assistance from 
him in time to come. 

The “ Rosebuds” being so largely assisted by their seniors, we feel we have 
a claim on their eflSicient leader. We are the grateful recipients of a donation 
from the Rosebuds of Boydton of $4 for the Seminole Academy. 

We cannot forego another appeal in behalf of our valued Woman* s Missionary 
Advocate^ The indifference generally shown by the women of the Virginia Con- 
ference Society to the success of this paper is wonderful. We are nearly certain 
we are behind most of the Conference Societies in our rate of subscribers. The 
trifle required as price of subscription cannot be the hindering cause. Again we 
must lay this defect to the general indifference of our Christian women to the 
cause dear to the heart of the Master. We are eager for information on any 
subject near our hearts. Will not each woman begin the work of reformation 
in this respect at home ? 

Dear fellow-workers, we are burdened and anxious concerning this work. 
Our auxiliaries show a good rate of membership, and our collections are far 
from despicable, and yet from every auxiliary comes the cry of small attendance 
upon the monthly prayer meeting. How can we meet this diflSculty? Those 
who come once usually come again, but how shall we reach those who never 
y come? Too well we know it is want of interest in the cause which causes the 
failure. How can we meet this sad lack? Many, indeed the larger portion of 
our membership, feel they have discharged the whole weight of obligation rest- 
ing upon them, when they give their dollar a year when called upon, as members 
of the Woman’s Missionary Society. Christian women, how does God view it? 
Can a woman rob God? Cannot we not pay our tithes, and withhold our time from 
Him? If, in this age of intense missionary zeal, and in the full blaze of the light 
Shed on the wants and woes of heathendom, we hold ourselves aloof, do not we 
range ourselves on the side of the foes of Christ? Does He not say, ‘‘ He that is 
ncAwith me is against me?” Active opposition may be met and overcome, but 
what weapon can vanquish cold, cruel indifference? 

If loving hearts are burning with ardor in this work for Christ, many who bear 
' His name are working against Him. The ship which bears the devoted soldier 
of the Cross to heathen lands, often carries the weapons of Satan also. Chris- 
tian England and America send not alone Bibles and missionaries, but the soul- 
destroying drugs, the poisoned literature of “advanced thought,” and, almost 
passing belief, Christian Birmingham finds manufactured idols a profitable cargo 
for heathen lands. Surely “Christ is sorely wounded in the house of His 
friends.” 

Christian workers, let us remember “the day is short; the work abundant ; 
the laborers are remiss ; the reward is great; the Master presses.”
